How do we give 
small firms a fair shake? Should we publish jurors’ names in advance or is it 
better not to publish jurors’ names until after a program is juried? What is 
an appropriate awards presentation event? Should we make some awards 
programs more democratic by having the profession and/or the public vote 
on award nominations? 


These were among the numerous issues debated at one of BSA President 
Charles Tseckares FAIA’s recent monthly planning group lunches.

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Design professionals benefit 
from new SBA standard 


After two years of debate, the U.S. Small Business 
Administration (SBA) released in May the new 
small-business size standard for architecture, 
engineering, surveying, and mapping services. To 
the benefit of many design professionals, the 
regulation increases the limits of the small-business 
category to $4 million in average annual receipts. 
This is the first increase in this standard since 1986 
and it is important to architecture firms because it 
determines which firms may receive the benefits of 
SBA incentive programs such as dedicated contracts 
and preferred loans. 


The AIA nationally has been a strong advocate of a 
single design industry standard in order to foster 
better interprofessional competition. The SBA 
agreed with the AIA and estimates that an additional 
1,460 design firms — including 340 architecture 
firms — will now qualify as small businesses. For 
more information, call or e-mail national AIA staff 
member Stan Bowman at 202-626-7461/ 
bowmans@aiamail.aia.org.

Are you missing the point 
in project interviews 
or presentations? 


Misunderstanding project priorities, underrating the 
selection committee’s expertise, and failing to address 
the problem at hand ranked in a recent study as the 
most egregious lapses committed by design 
professionals when they present their credentials to 
prospective clients. 


That was one of many conclusions drawn as the 
result of a recent study that examined the differences 
in perception between the client and the design 
professional of what makes an interview successful. 


The results of this study, conducted by educator and 
architect Victor Regnier at USC, focused on the 
detailed examination of the results of 43 designer- 
selection processes for facilities for the aging. The 
study ranks the clients’ views of the importance of 18 
criteria in selecting an architect, criteria ranging from 
interest and commitment to the project (rated #1 in 
importance) to proposed fee (#11) and references 
(#15). The report also enumerates the most 
common mistakes architects make in presenting their 
credentials to prospective clients and lists 30 “useful 
questions administrators would like to ask 
architects”. The study was summarized in a recent 
edition of Design Firm Management & 
Administration Report (DFMAR). 


In the same edition of DFMAR, “Don’t Let Bells & 
Whistles Destroy Your Presentations” addresses the 
do's and don'ts in presentation technology.
